On August 25, 2003, Integrated Water Systems, Inc.

filed on behalf of Central Water Company, Inc. (Central), with

the New Hampshire Public Utilities Commission (Commission)

certain revised tariff pages. Integrated Water Systems, Inc.
owns and operates Central. Locke Lake Colony Association is the
predominant homeowners association for custoners of Central. The

proposed tariff changes would require Central’s water customers
to install meter pits with pad at a cost of $767.00, if performed
by Central. Central also proposed updated costs per foot
estimates for the installation of 2, 4 and 6 inch pipe. These
costs would be applied to all main extensions.

Prior to rendering a decision as to whether or not
approving the proposed tariff pages would be in the public good

it is necessary to investigate certain issues, inter alia, rates,

fares and charges in accordance with RSA 374:2 and RSA 378;
whether the revised pipe installation costs are just and
reasonable; whether these upgrades are required to meet service
standards pursuant to RSA 374:1; whether Central will require

meter pits for all new and or existing customers; whether any
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customers have been charged for the installation of meter pits
prior to Commission approval of the proposed tariff; whether
Central has required customers to install meter pits at their own
expense prior to Commission approval of the proposed tariff; and
the safety, integrity and reliability of the water system as a
result of installing meter pits and whether the inclusion of
meter pits for all customers would result in just and reasonable
rates.

Based upon the foregoing, it is hereby

ORDERED, that Central Water Conmpany Inc.’s NHPUC NO 1
Water, first revised pages 6, 13, and 14 be and hereby are suspended;
and it is

FURTHER ORDERED, that a Prehearing Conference, pursuant to
N.H Adm n. Rules Puc 203.05, be held before the New Hanpshire Public
Utilities Comm ssion |located at 8 A d Suncook Road, Concord, New
Hanmpshi re on October 29, 2003 at 10:00 a.m at which each party and
Comm ssion Staff will provide a prelimnary sunmary of its positions
wth regard to the revised tariff pages; and it is

FURTHER ORDERED, that the Prehearing Conference may be
tape recorded unless a party, at least 5 days in advance of the
Prehearing Conference, requests a transcript, in which case the
Commission shall order a stenographic record, pursuant to N.H.

Admin. Rule Puc 203.05(d); and it is

FURTHER ORDERED, that, inmediately follow ng the Prehearing
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Conf erence, Central, Commi ssion Staff, and Intervenors hold a
t echnical Session to review the noticed issues; and it is
FURTHER ORDERED, that pursuant to N.H Admin. Rules Puc
203.01, Central notify all persons desiring to be heard at this
hearing by publishing a copy of this Order of Notice no |ater than
October 3, 2003, in the Concord Mnitor and the Suncook News,
publication to be docunented by affidavit filed with the Comm ssion on
or before Cctober 29, 2003, as well as witten notification to the
Locke Lake Col ony Association, to any and all builders and contractors
previously infornmed of a requirenent to install neter pits in new
properties in the Locke Lake Col ony area, as well as any property
owner in the Locke Colony area notified of, and/or charged for
installation of a nmeter pit, by sending a copy of this notice by first
class mail post marked no |l ater than October 8, 2003; and it is
FURTHER ORDERED, that pursuant to N.H Admn. Rules Puc
203.02, any party seeking to intervene in the proceedi ng shal
submt to the Comm ssion an original and eight copies of a
Petition to Intervene with copies sent to Central and the Ofice
of the Consuner Advocate on or before Cctober 24, 2003, such
Petition stating the facts denonstrating howits rights, duties,
privileges, imunities or other substantial interests may be
affected by the proceeding, as required by NNH Admn. Rule Puc
203.02 (a)(2); and it is
FURTHER ORDERED, that any party objecting to a Petition
to Intervene make said Qbjection on or before Cctober 29, 2003.
